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What About Natural Sciences? 


scientific age. Daily papers, 
magazines, movies, radio, novels, 
comics all vie with one another im- 
press upon the public the marvels which 
science has accomplished and rouse the 
imagination picturing the even greater 
wonders expected the future. During 
the month March casual survey 
half dozen Catholic magazines showed 
that: The Commonweal carried two 
articles and the review scientific book; 
America had two editorials dealing with 
applications science; The Ave Maria 
included eight scientific items the de- 
partment “Bits Out Life”; the Catholic 
Digest had three articles; The Sign, one 
article, one answer question, and one 
scientific book review; and Poise offered 
three articles based science. These mag- 
azines are anything but technical, and the 
fact that they presented their readers 
much scientific nature shows how 
great the world science looms the 
daily life American Catholics. Who can 
number the books, the articles, the news 
items, the pictures that have inundated 
the market the past two years the 
sulfa drugs, the use blood plasma, syn- 
thetic rubber, plastics, electronics, bomb 
sights, and alloys? And may expect 
hear even more the promised achieve- 
ments the future.

Changes should made 
our curriculums only there are sound 
reasons for doing, but when the reasons 
exist they should not ignored. The ques- 
tion then becomes: the dominance 
science our civilization sufficient rea- 
son for making the curriculums the ele- 
mentary and high school science centered, 
least largely scientific content? 


Guiding Principles 

What that warrants the inclusion 
subject the curriculum the first 
place? This leads back the aim edu- 
cation. Father Cunningham does not stop 
with his statement that education the 
process handing over the succeeding 
generation the accumulations the past, 
process which the individual, 
efforts assimilate that social inheritance, 
advances his own This 
personal development through the acquisi- 
tion knowledge, the cultivation atti- 
tudes, and the development skills the 
ultimate end education. Going further, 
must question what knowledge, what 
attitudes, what skills will develop the per- 
sonality the pupil. Obviously not all 
are equal value, and, time short, 
only those should included the cur- 
riculum which will bring satisfaction 
some the basic human needs needs 
which are seven, according Father Cun-

ningham: religious life, civic life, leisure, 
economic life, family life, organic life, and 
criteria that the teaching the natural 
sciences our elementary and high schools 
must examined and judged. 

the grades, the natural sciences, called 
nature study, are regarded content sub- 
jects and, such, are considered 
value only because the information 
about the material environment which they 
give the child. this accepted the 
sole function the sciences that edu- 
cational level, extremely dubious 
they should taught all. There are 
many avenues information about the 
sciences that there little need crowd 
the curriculum order repeat the same 
information. And our aim give 
more and more information, shall find 
that the rapid progress the research 
worker and the inventor makes impos- 
sible keep our information date. 
The specialist himself does not now claim 
all even one science for his field. Con- 
sequently, impractical well un- 
justified add the sciences the 
grades for their content value alone. The 
same may said the sciences high 
school except that the information supplied 
here may become the foundation for col- 
lege study. 


Intellectual Gains 


But true that study the sciences 
brings only information the pupil? What 
about the skills imparted through the 
study; what about the attitudes, the ap- 
preciations developed? Can these same 
skills and appreciations engendered 
through other agencies? 
eagerness with which children embark 
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scientific project unequivocal an- 
swer these questions. Certainly there 
subject the whole curriculum 
which offers the child many opportun- 
ities for activity, for expression, and for 
experiencing the delight achievement 
the natural sciences. the curriculum 
organized the unit plan, the scientific 
units the scientific parts other units 
are known have the strongest appeal 
the pupils. This ability the sciences 
arouse interest places the hands 
the teacher powerful tool with which 
she may mold the developing mind. 

list the desirable habits which 
scientific study should form the pupil 
any educational level will begin with 
that precision. snowflakes are being 
studied, the number points each 
crystal definite; germinating seeds are 
being watched, the length time before 
the first sprout appears exact; weights 
are being moved, they can counted and 
the distance measured; and this process 
counting, measuring, and weighing con- 
tinues through every science. Scientific 
precision bears close resemblance the 
habit truthfulness—a habit which 
some children find difficult acquire 
and here see one helpful connection 
with the moral life the child. Moreover, 
the recording observations made 
the process experimentation and re- 
porting them others the child 
acquiring power expression which 
must clear and exact. the secondary 
school least must add the power 
interpretation which gained compari- 
son observations made under different 
conditions. science teachers generally 
were more conscious the extremely valu- 
able habits they can help form their 
pupils, their teaching would far more 
effective aiding the students develop 
desirable personalities. 

Equally important with the habits ac- 
quired are the attitudes which scientific 
study can engender the child. The thrill- 
ing wonder first acquaintance with the 
perfection the microscopic world 
drop pond water can easily turned 
reverent admiration for the Creator 
this littleness” which Pascal 
speaks. watch the stars, try grasp 
their number and incomprehensible size, 
learn the perfection their regular 
motion —all this introduction 
that other infinity, “the infinity great- 
ness,” which Pascal likewise sees re- 
flection the infinity the Creator. 
from the very beginning scientific study 
the wonders, the beauties, the vastness 
this world ours are related the good- 
ness and the wisdom the Creator, the 
child will have acquired attitude which 
will render him permanently immune 
the attacks materialistic pseudo scien- 
tists. use the world nature 
means knowing God the true Chris- 
tian tradition. Did not St. Paul tell the 
Romans that they should have known the

true God from His visible creation? And 
did not St. Thomas and the other Scho- 
lastic theologians use the arguments from 
order the universe and from motion 
prove the existence God? earth 
the Lord’s and the fulness and 
the children God can easily 
brought grateful love their Father 
learning more and more about this habi- 
tation has given us. The deeper the 
scientist delves into the mysteries nature 
the greater should his reverence for the 
omnipotent Creator, but the earlier life 
this attitude developed the child the 
stronger will be. 


Special Sciences High School 


Before the ninth grade begun, pupils 
should have completed their introductory 
work nature study and general science 
and they should ready for the courses 
specific sciences, each with its own lab- 
oratory requirements. sheer waste 
time teach general science the 
four-year high school. makes too little 
demand the child’s mentality and has 
longer the charm novelty. The in- 
troduction general science into the high 
school curriculum coincided with 
omission from that same curriculum 
many the former requirements the 
fields mathematics, language, and the 
like, mistaken effort make high 
school easy, pleasant, and entertaining 
the pupil. this regard should bear 
mind that not the difficult which 
repels the student, but the uninteresting. 
Does anyone think that the making 
model planes easy? Certainly not, yet 
know how enthusiastically our children 
have devoted themselves this task. High 
school sciences bring the pupil the op-

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portunity organize and classify infor- 
mation and experiences, master the logic 
objective proof, and acquire inde- 
pendence and skill experimentation. 

Thus when examine these outcomes 
the study the sciences the ele- 
mentary and high school level and measure 
them against the seven needs life, 
find that the child can acquire here many 
habits and attitudes which will most 
advantageous adult life. His religious 
life will richer, his social life will 
more stable, his economic life more secure, 
his leisure more pleasant, and his family 
life happier because his reverence, his 
precision, his truthfulness, his clearness 
thought and expression, his ability or- 
ganize knowledge and apply that knowl- 
edge specific cases, and his patience 
waiting for the inevitable effect follow 
cause. 

must concluded, then, that 
increase the science content the cur- 
riculum the grade and high school 
itself neither desirable nor practical 
such procedure means increasing merely 
the amount information given the 
child the expense more valuable at- 
titudes and skills. both desirable and 
practical, however, utilize greater 
degree the study the natural sciences 
order develop the child those habits 
and appreciations which manifestly aid 
the development completely desirable 
the techniques the teacher order bet- 
ter fit the child for living science- 
dominated world.

the study effort was made 
measure the mental level students work- 
ing publications. this, two stand- 
ards measurement were used. Schools 
were asked report the Intelligence Quo- 
tient earned staff members stand- 
ardized intelligence tests. check against 
this record, class grades actually earned 
the first quarter the school year 
were recorded. was evident when the 
results were summarized that the 
dents working publications are high 
caliber intellectually. Through examina- 
tion their grades, their Intelligence 
Quotients, and their own expression 
opinion stands revealed type young 
person who, with proper direction, might 
splendid things for his Church and for 
his country. 

The second purpose the study was 
measure the reading background the 
students working publications. Stu- 
dents suffer not much from lack 
skill from dearth ideas. 
Because the ability high school students 
has been underestimated year after year, 
only mediocre accomplishment required. 
Since many high school students receive 
more formal education than high school, 
all sides. 

all the factors entering into the 
backgrounds students working pub- 
lications most attention was given the 
element reading because its great 
importance the formation writer. 
Before the writer can give back the sub- 
stance life must first himself gather 
and assimilate. And this done through 
rich background reading. His ability 
absorb will measured his ability 
think and feel with humanity. 
extensive reading program will develop 


this ability well give the student 
rich storehouse ideas and the words 
which express them. 


The Problem Students’ Reading 


What does the student reporter read? 
all the factors entering into the back- 
grounds students working publica- 
tions, none more vital and far reaching 
its influence than the answer this 
question. Today, perhaps more than ever 
before, the public keenly aware that 
the educative process the past has failed 
develop effective reading habits has 
failed instill anything like permanent 
interest reading leisure activity.

This has 
something its favor. vicarious read- 
ing program will result variety ex- 
periences created, recreated, which will 
enrich the lives the students. The weak- 
ness this unsystematic reading lies 
the fact that many the experiences 
created recreated were such nature 
yield very little real enrichment 
life. 

Possibly the indictment higher learn- 
ing America made one America’s 
outstanding educators least partially 
true the reading program large 
part this group: 

The most striking fact about the higher 
learning America the confusion that 
besets it. This confusion begins the high 
school and continues the loftiest level

Only single 
reader noted for Thomas Kempis’ Fol- 
lowing Christ. 

Biographical books recent converts 
should useful for background reading 
for editorial writers. scattered 
readers are found. single reader 
found Why Rome? Selden Delaney 
worth reading; two readers tried Arnold 
Lunn’s Now See; whereas, five readers 
followed John Moody through The Long 
Road Home. Father Parson’s Which Way 
Democracy appeared only once, did 
also Mexican Martyrdom. Likewise Ed- 
ward Leen’s Why the Cross? had but 
single reader. Only two students were en- 
riched through the reading the experi- 
ences Dorothy Day her autobio- 
graphical works. Cardinal Newman’s 
University had but single reader.

Nine read Robert Hugh Benson’s 
work, also nine read Hilary Barth’s 
Flesh Not Life. Murder the Nunnery 
Eric Shepherd was read students. 
Helen White’s books appeared nine 
times, while her sister Olive’s Late Harvest 
appeared three times. Father Lord six 
readers, with five titles. The works such 
writers Alfred Noyes, Enid Dinnis, Paul 
Horgan, Cecily Halleck, Bruce Marshall, 
Margaret Sothern, and Ethel Cook Eliot 
appear, but not too frequently.

Comparatively few readers Catholic 
essays were noted. Agnes Repplier had 
one reader Our Convent Days. Vera 
Marie Tracy’s books were read two 
reporters. Father Feeney had six readers. 

the field Catholic poetry Joyce 
Kilmer’s poems were read one reporter, 
also were those Gerard Manley Hop- 
kins. Francis Thompson’s Hound 
Heaven” was discovered two readers, 
while Sister Madeleva’s poetry was read 
only one student. 

the secular field, William Shakespeare 
had ten entries with ten readers. One stu- 
dent indicated that was reading the 
complete works. The individual dramas 
were ones which traditionally are popular 
high school. Other classics had scat- 
tered reading public. Scattered through the 
report could found historical fiction 
which would have helped the high school 
reporters better understand history, but 
most the authors appeared with but 
one two entries. the field travel 
there were very few recordings. Especially 
conspicuous its absence was reading 
the field adventure. This especially 
lamented today when the reading 
the “comic book” common. Much 
the reading was anything but literary. 
Entries were made for books the Roman 
Index. 

Implications 


What the conclusions drawn 
from study this kind? necessity 
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they will such nature indi- 


cate that much remains done 


the field. The results have many implica- 
tions. Vast fields lie unexplored the 
correlations existing between such factors 
the reading background students and 
the work they are doing, might doing, 
publications. Nothing more can done 
than establish something pioneer 
path which may later followed 
those who will make more detailed 
examination the several factors which 
enter into the background students 
working publications. 

Before analysis each separate con- 
clusion made may desirable sum- 
marize all the conclusions: 

From study grades earned 
scholastic subjects and records estab- 
lished intelligence tests, conclusion 
was reached that those working publi- 
cations are high caliber intellectually. 

From the reading records staff 
members several conclusions can de- 
duced. Most those working publica- 
tions are reading extensively, although 
amount trivial reading recorded. The 
type reading which will result the 
formation Catholic mind not being 
read extensively. Students 
vicariously, and seemingly with very little 
guidance. 

The first conclusion that those work- 
ing publications are high caliber in- 
drawn from the data 
Through examination their grades, 
well study their own expression 
opinion, stands revealed type young 
person who, with proper direction, might 
splendid things for his Church and for 
his country. 

Teachers may well ask themselves here 
what being done with those fine young 
minds that could doing much. Does 
the work publications allow them 
use all the abilities they possess? are 
they, perhaps, concerned with the record- 
ing the trivial happenings everyday 
life their school. might well 
this point examine our objectives and 
determine what direction youth being 
led. Robert Otto tried this when 
wrote: 

our objective, educators, train 
youth become sponges for nihilistic propa- 
ganda, leave school with the dangerous 
idea that the precinct politician takes prece- 
dence over the parish priest, very well 
for continue flaccid indifference. If, 
however, would send robust, militant Cath- 
olics into the world, had better supply 
them with the ammunition 


The Need for Guidance 


Since the first objective any reading 
program Catholic school would seem 
the formation Catholic mind,

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point. will noted that scattered 
instances the reading which the student 
was doing would result the true forma- 
tion Catholic mind. However, these 
instances were scattered that general 
pattern was made. Perhaps one the first 
recommendations the advisers Cath- 
olic publications would make plan 
for the guidance reading the students 
working publications. 

Through conferences, the adviser could 
bring staff members realization that 
“they cannot give what they have not got.” 
Special attention would given the 
selection such books would funda- 
mental. Perhaps such book Karl 
Adams’ The Spirit Catholicism would 
“must” book the list every 
adviser. The student will have con- 
ditioned for such book. certain reading 
readiness must provided; impera- 
tive that such start made. 

the difficult years that are come, 
important that such mind formed 
youth. Dean Jeremiah O’Sullivan has 
expressed this responsibility thus: 


If, after the darkness the night through 
new day, the Catholic press has most im- 
portant Nowhere outside the 
Catholic Church can that dawn fashioned 
because there, and there only, can find 
the answer the major questions which 
perplex us. There nothing else but the 
Church. And the Catholic press most 
important agency the Church the dis- 
semination the truth.5 


Reading Source Thinking 


The student must make continual con- 
tacts with minds richer than his own. 
anything like vibrant Catholic life 
maintained, the literary vitamins that 
will sustain living Catholic faith must 
supplied large part through well 
ordered reading program. 15-minute 
sermon once week cannot successfully 
combat the impact the pagan world 
which the Catholic school graduate finds 
himself. 

“When society perishing,” Pope Leo 
XIII declared many years ago Rerum 
Novarum, “the wholesome advice give 
those who would restore recall the 
principles from which sprang.” 

general conclusion could made that 
too much trivial reading being done and 
not enough the type which would really 
result enrichment life. The weak- 
ness noted this survey general situa- 
tion which being lamented all over the 
country: 


Very few high school students are realizing 
their reading potentialities. Left their own 
devices, they tend perpetuate ineffective 
reading habits. Accordingly all-school de- 
velopment program reading should

The characteristic the hour that the 
commonplace mind, knowing itself com- 
monplace, has the assurance proclaim the 
rights the commonplace and impose 
them wherever mass crushes be- 
neath everything individual, qualified, and 
selected. Anybody who not like everybody, 
who does not think like everybody, runs the 
risk being 


Gasset explains that the schools which 
were such source pride the past 
century can more this than in- 
struct pupils the technique modern 
life without really educating them. Because 
this hurried procedure the pupils have 
not been possessed the true spirit 
education. 

The Catholic high school teacher must 
face the facts that the study reveals. The 
crisis which are demands that serious 
attention given the formation 
Catholic leaders who will not only know 
the problems the day, but know where 
for assistance solving the prob- 
lems. The Catholic student must develop 
fine sense discrimination which 
can gain only through extensive reading 
worth-while books. the students who 
participated this study reveal such 
mediocre standard reading, what about 
the average and less than average student 
the classroom today. These students 
who reported their reading were above 
standard intellectually and still were not 
doing distinctive type reading. 
these things happening “in the green 
wood, what about the dry?” 

The Catholic high school teacher has 
other alternative than give serious at- 
tention one the most vital problems 
the moment. She must enthusi- 
astic reader the best books herself. 
She must able share this enthusiasm 
with others. She must guide the reading 
her charges that precious 
time will not spent trivialities. 


Earnest Students 
Perhaps one the most heartening con- 
clusions that could drawn from the 
study was the realization the part 
youth itself that its task well 
must develop habits reading. Not 


Strong, Improvement Reading High School,

TJose Ortega Gasset, The Revolt the Masses, 1932, 
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only the staff members realize that 
they must read, but they realize that they 
must good reading. One reporter ex- 
pressed this idea: read very many more 
serious books now. reason that 
seem have little time read this 
year, that want make every minute 
filled with worth-while reading. stop 
many times read thoroughly any pas- 
sage that may written clever style. 
Also anything that may afterwards use 
writing jot down mentally note.”

Begin Early 

would easy dismiss this point 
good reading with recommendation 
that faculty advisers urge their students 
read. This would not solution, 
however. One must back much farther 
perhaps far back the preschool 
reading habits that will carry the child 
through the elementary school which 
will lay foundation for complete 
enrichment life. this not done 
the grade level, there little hope that, 
when the student reaches the last year 
two his high school course, much can 
done building love for reading that 
will carry over into his adult life. 
readers can made boys and girls 
before they leave the years adolescence, 
they will probably remain readers all the 
rest their lives. the other hand, 
habit reading not formed during 
these years, there very little chance that 
this habit will developed maturity. 

And so, the field scholastic jour- 
nalism with relation reading surveyed, 
feeling hopefulness develops. The 
situation hopeful because least some 
their number have come realiza- 
tion that, they are write manner 
worthy their high dignity, they must 
prepare themselves for this responsibility 
through careful study and reading. 

The Catholic scholastic journalist will 
well heed the advice the Reverend 
Gerald Phelan, who, speaking the 
Sanctification the Intellect, said: 


Those who have chosen serve God 
editing papers, writing books articles, 
speaking public, otherwise defending 
truth under any form, should lend their best

for nurses, more and more high 
school girls are going view that field 
possibility for their future endeavors. 
Therefore, those charged with the duty 
guidance should have very clear pic- 
ture the mental, moral, physical, and 
emotional equipment needed this noble 
but trying profession. sometimes hap- 
pens that superintendents schools 
nursing are completely bewildered well 
violently annoyed some the rec- 
ommendations which come for prospec- 
tive students over the signatures some 
supposedly competent counselors. 


Personality and Scholarship 


The mental equipment needed the 
prospective nurse can outlined definitely 


and quickly. High school graduation the. 


first essential; very few schools nursing 
will accept less. Shortly before the present 
war came upon us, some few schools 
nursing were demanding two years col- 
lege, but that movement will probably not 
prosper the present emergency. Many 
present schools are affiliated with near-by 
colleges and offer both the regular three- 
year course and five-year course leading 
tion. Whether not the prospective nurse 
wishes carry the combined college 
and nursing course, her mental equipment 
should college caliber. Studies 
well organized school nursing are cer- 
tainly par with freshman and sopho- 
more courses college far difficulty 
concerned, with added handicap 
time pressure. student not the 
upper half her class the general 
average her four years, and she does 
not rank the upper third mental 
ability, she will need some rather out- 
standing qualities swing the decision 
favor her acceptance student nurse. 

The nursing profession poor field 
falsely based philanthropy. The coun- 
selor, bent upon doing the best possible 
for the individual student, must not over- 
look the implications the problem which 
beyond the individual. Failure the 
profession affects not only the individual 
nurse, but the school which trains 
the sick who are entrusted her care. 
Surely mistaken kindness which 
will consider only the occupational adjust- 
ment the individual student and over- 
look the possibilities for considerable in- 
convenience and even harm the future 
patient. 

Even today, one sometimes hears such 
expressions as, should try nursing; 
she will never make teacher, and she 


too shy for office. Mary wonderful 
girl, neat and pleasant, but her schoolwork 
poor. She comes good family and 
they not wish her into any but 
professional field.” girl who has 
general average less than high who 
lacks ordinary intelligence, who unwill- 
ing study, who lacks the ability 
apply what she has learned what she 
does, should encouraged enter the 
nursing profession. false idea kind- 
ness, mistaken desire keep the girl 
the family level standards, should 
allowed blind the counselor the simple 
fact that good nurse must funda- 
mentally intelligent and have sound com- 
mon sense and also good judgment. 

The counselor should not, however, dis- 
regard all other factors the case and 
adhere tenaciously the average 
generally required for recommendation. 
Various factors enter into the matter 
scholastic records, and not all them are 
tangible. The first need the student 
nurse not brilliant high school record 
but the native ability learn, combined 
with good sense, and desire and willing- 
ness acquire sound training nursing 
skills and techniques. Frequently the hard- 
working and steady student has very 
substantial foundation upon which build 
success the nursing profession. She may 
not learn quickly her more gifted 
sister, but she may retain what she learns 
for longer time, and she may have 
much greater manual skill, well 
greater tenacity purpose. 

Naturally schools nursing are anxious 
get students with high school 
records, when such students are outstand- 
ing class leaders and give promise 
success any field which they are 
interested. The all student not neces- 
sarily the best possible material for 
school nursing, however. Often she 
bookworm, frequently she has little 
any interest aptitude for manual skills, 
and her emotional stability not neces- 
sarily par with the high grade 
her intelligence. 


Moral Stability 


Too many take the moral fitness 
our graduates for granted. Absolute 
morality, the commonly accepted sense 
expected course, but moral 
stamina something else. The practice 
nursing crowded with 
tions which the well balanced nurse 
handles with minimum disturbance, 
and after time with almost instinc- 
tive reaction. Contacts the student 
nurses with the doctors and interns are 
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carefully regulated humanly pos- 
sible, but there and must certain 
amount and type contact which must 
regulated good sense both sides, 
rather than through strict hospital super- 
vision. Young student nurses are thrown 
into contact with non-Catholic doctors, 
interns, and other nurses, well with 
patients every class 
Closely supervised they are, most 
not all them come through the training 
period without any great strain their 
moral fiber. But what the time after 
graduation? What the contacts pri- 
vate-duty nurses, office nurses, super- 
visors other hospitals? Probably the 
nursing profession does not offer more 
tests moral stamina than those offered 
other professional occupations, but they 
are different type, and often hap- 
pens that they have met quickly 
and decisively time when emotional 
tension high. 

The girl who recommended for the 
nursing profession should have very real 
sense honor. From professional stand- 
point she must able observe very 
careful silence regard the intimate 
details her patients’ lives they are 
revealed her her service them 
during illness. From the point down- 
right honesty, she must capable 
overcoming any temptation take any- 
thing, however small, which does not be- 
long her. The private-duty nurse faces 
many situations which can become snares 
one who all weak this matter 
fundamental honesty. 


Good Health 


The physical requirements the train- 
ing period and the future should also 
considered the counselor. Nursing 
hard work; fatiguing physically and 
necessarily accompanied with greater 
less strain and responsibility. Schools 
nursing everything their power 
preserve and conserve the health 
their students, but the need for combining 
the study medical and associated 
edge with the learning 
niques and practices makes the work ardu- 
ous. good health record 
essential, and should combined with 
well developed physique, and the ability 
every detail. 

Again, the student desiring nursing 
profession should have high degree 
emotional stability. She meets her patients 
under stress illness, when they are likely 
discouraged, disheartened, and 
slightly melancholic. she herself ab- 
normally moody, much inclined fits 
sulkiness, she will not good in- 
fluence the sick. Her contacts with 
members the patient’s family are made 
time when they are likely more 
less irritable even unreasonable, be- 
cause anxiety, fatigue, and sorrow. Sick 
people are often unreasonably demanding 
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and trying. Hence follows that girl 
who has never learned govern her tem- 
per, who flies into tantrum when things 
not proceed smoothly her liking, 
who impulsive and imprudent speech, 
does not offer much hope for great suc- 
cess nurse. The thoughtful counselor 
can visualize for herself any number 
ordinary situations which the emotional 
stability the nurse her lack 
will prove great benefit great 
detriment the patient the nurse 
herself. 


Need Ideal Nurses 


need nurses today great numbers 
and our need urgent. There are thou- 
sands girls our high schools who 
have the needed intelligence, good sense, 
and solid judgment 
nurses. Above all these, they have the 
steadying influence their religion, 
well the advantages their Catholic 
education. should all our power 
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fill our schools nursing with the best 
possible candidates for the work. But 
must very careful not encourage 
those who will not measure the high 
standards demanded our Catholic 
nurses. 

The counselor, therefore, who faced 
with one who seriously considers nursing 
possible profession, should gather her 
facts slowly and carefully. She should ask 
herself the proposed candidate has bet- 
ter than average intelligence, ability, and 
willingness stand hard work and long 
hours, liking for books and study, moral 
and emotional stability, and good health. 
When she has considered all this, the coun- 
selor faced with doubtful case might very 
nicely let the decision lie her own hon- 
est answer the question, “If this girl 
admitted good school nursing and 
properly trained, will she make the kind 
trust loved ones, own life, case 
serious illness?”

Korsakov gives fantastic fairy tale 
exquisite musical figures his 
ade Suite.” tells the tale the Sultan 
who thoroughly convinced the faith- 
lessness all women and resolved put 
death each his succeeding wives 
the eve the wedding. But the Sultana 
Scheherazade, her clever wit, relates 
such interesting tale with climaxes 
thrilling and breath taking, that the Sultan 
just simply cannot kill her until has 
heard the conclusion the story. But she, 
her active imaginative power, keeps the 
Sultan suspense for thousand and one 
nights, when finally renounces his 
bloody vow and accepts Scheherazade 
his wife. 

The Sultan portrayed the music 
the bass instruments: tuba, French horn, 
and cello; while the Sultana pleadingly tells 
her story the lure violin with harp 
accompaniment. She speaks Sinbad’s 
ship, while the heaving and roaring the 
sea times interrupt her story with fierce- 
ness, but never for long intervals.

launches into the story Prince Kalendar, 
told oriental beggar who wanders 
from place place, and sees many colorful 
sights. Romance enters next the persons 
the Young Prince and the Young Prin- 
cess who whisper messages love and 
entertain with that beautiful idyllic 
music which will never grow old. Finally, 
the Sultana carries the Sultan wings 
imagination the city Bagdad where 
great festival being held. The bazaar 
Asiatic, riotous color, and rich 
exotic harmony. 

Suddenly, without warning, are trans- 
ported the sea, once more Sinbad’s 
ship. terrible storm arises, while the ship 
tossed about angry waters. sudden 
bolt thunder, then weird flash light- 
ning lashes the ship from bow stern and 
lay upon the water, dead thing. lull 
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appears the gale and once more hear 
Scheherazade’s appeasing voice she con- 
cludes her story. The Sultan, 
with the ingenious and prodigious memory 
his wife, promises her freedom and they 
live happily together forever. 

Thus ends, all fairy tales should! 
What child would not thrill such tale 
told music that suits its theme perfectly? 
You will not have difficulty arousing the 
pupils’ interest fairy-tale literature after 
they have listened the “Scheherazade 
No, indeed; perhaps the works 
Mr. Grimm and Mr. Andersen will require 
new covers because the frequency with 
which they are drawn from the library. 

From fairy tales, let travel mod- 
ern world and hear story not exciting 
but thoroughly interesting. “Adventures 
cally American and because John Alden 
Carpenter rising American composer, 
should made familiar every child 
this great land the Stars and Stripes, 
takes journey with “Baby” whom 
Nurse wheeling his carriage.

Both stare guiltily 
each other and Nurse continues her walk 
while soothing her little charge, whose feel- 
ings have been hurt. Most intriguing all 


the Hurdy-Gurdy which grinds out its 
insidious themes and interests Baby for 
some time. Then Nurse wheels him the 
lake where all calm and serene, and 


little dogs chase each other whole- 


hearted glee. Baby tired all the ex- 
leans back his perambulator 
and dreams all the pleasant things 
life. thinks Mother who will tend 
him with loving ministrations when 
arrives home; Daddy, who will bounce 
him upon his knee; his bright-colored 
blocks, much fun play with; and 
his puppy who will bark with glee his 
return.

These are undoubtedly the questions that run through the 
mind the Archbishop Breslau contemplates the 
“saving remnant” Germany. genuine religious education 
that reaches the heart well the head, that translates it- 
self the life habits the individuals and not merely 
words the lips—this the great need Germany and 
this the great need the world.

“The man who died laughing!” Thus 
countryman his, Chesterton, de- 
scribed him. There reason, course, 
why man like Thomas More, who had 
laughed much his life, because was al- 
ways very much peace with the God whom 


loved most ardently, should not 


particularly gay mood when was the 
verge eternity “rejoicing the Lord 
always.” 

definitely rose colored had been the 
glasses which Sir Thomas wore all his life 
through, that they had always been able 
separate out the queerest looking fellow 
human beings the lineaments Christ. Not 
all the big little meannesses his ap- 
parent friends nor his avowed enemies 
could affect the jolly rollicking manner with 
which this good-humored lover Christ 
“bore all things, believed all things, hoped all 
things.” And yet, all his was 
most successful, having become saint the 
simple statement: lived the faith that 
was him. 

was the most agreeable person the 
world; was very pliable; would any- 
thing congenial. But had one very 
stubborn notion just shortly before his death: 
would not sign his name. And for that, 
lost his head; his one-time friend, the 
king, had cut off. was right then and 
there that the very happiest time his exist- 
ence began, and has been enjoying ever 
since. 

That particular event occurred 1535. But 
there had been years glad service 
God preceding and preparing for the heroism 
St. Thomas More displayed that day, 
heroism and jolly good fun. 


Saintly Lawyer 

Thomas More was, all things, lawyer. 
Lawyers not now have reputation gen- 
erally for great sanctity; nor have they ever 
had reputation for being very good. Because 
many people consult lawyer when they 
themselves not know how wiggle out 
difficulty into which they have precipi- 
tated themselves their own villainies, the 
poor lawyers who what they can for their 
clients pay for their success with definite 
sacrifice their own good name. too 
often taken for granted that lawyers will 
wink anything win case, that truth 
simply not them. But there are lawyers 
living today who, brought the kind test 
which St. Thomas More 
would very likely give their life, too, rather 
than compromise their own integrity. feel 
reasonably certain least two three 
like that myself. And there are others. 
any case, St. Thomas More good patron 
for lawyers; and being most successful 
lawyer the truest sense the term, 
can plead the cause such abused lawyers 
who have recourse him and who realize 


that, after all, makes little difference what 
sentence passed what reputation given 
them the judges earth, long they 
stand secure the estimation the Supreme 
Judge. 


Model Husband and Father 


Thomas More was married man, the 
father four splendid children, three girls 
and one boy. The woman married was 
Miss Jane Colt. Strangely enough, seems 
More really liked her younger sister better, 
but Sir Thomas had fine gallant chivalry 
about him and thought not quite 
the thing pass the older girl, 
and so, his son-in-law, Roper, wrote later, 
“he, certain pity, framed his fancy 
toward her, and soon after married her.” 
They must have had intensely happy life 
together. There was place the world 
where Thomas More, already famous for his 
wit and brilliance mind, would rather let 
sparkle than his own home with his 
wife and children. was almost passionately 
fond them, they were him. 

After More had enjoyed six glorious years 
basking the sunshine his loved wife 
and children, already star dusty with the ap- 
plause the world, “dear Jane, the little 
wife Thomas More,” died; that the 
epitaph written her bereaved husband. But 
Thomas More, much his heart must have 
been crushed her going, had far too much 
common sense and far too deep faith 
which lived grieve inordinately over the 
death one whom loved ardently 
had loved Jane Colt More. recognized the 
superior claim God over our life and the 
superior wisdom God’s designs over those 
men, even when they were wise and 
virtuous those Thomas Also, this 
clever lawyer had good sense; had four 
very small children, Margaret (Meg, her father 
affectionately called her) the eldest, being five. 
Hence, after few months, married again, 
this time small woman, also, Jane Colt 
had been small, Alice Middleton. She was 
not quite the wonderful disposition which 
Jane had been, and many More’s friends 
did not like her too well. That did not bother 
More for was, after all, the man who had 
married her, and loved her sincerely. One 
day, when somebody jest asked More why 
had married such little women each time, 
answered with very merry laugh: “If 
wives are necessary evils, not wise 
choose the smallest evil?” And that way, 
neither answered their question nor let 
them his own personal feelings the 
matter, all which betrays once again his 
shrewdness and, perhaps, his holiness. 

1510, when was thirty-two years old, 
Thomas More was making much six 
thousand pounds annually, and all 
lawyer critics, note! honestly. That meant 
approximately thirty thousand dollars. While 
plenty money keep respectably fam- 
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ily six not important thing, very 
comfortable, doubt, have it. 

And More was his way “going places” 
popular parlance would say our day. 
said before, had brilliant mind and 
scintillating wit, and when was sure 
his argument (he never spoke unless was) 
was fearless, and would take de- 
bate with any comer. There was such 
argument one day the Star Chamber 
the court the young, recently crowned 
King Henry VIII. The topic discussion 
was Pope King; the Pope won every 
count, for his side was taken the young 
lawyer, Thomas More. 


More’s Latin Story 
was about this time, also, that tne 
renewed interest the ancient Greek and 
Roman classics was its height Italy and 


was taking many learned men England 


storm. Today, when young people not 
know any better, they frown upon knowl- 
edge Latin excess baggage, something 
one can very well without. Latin does not 
necessary equipment for moving yacht- 
sailing social circles; hence, what purpose? 
But More was enthusiast for Latin. 
wrote very clever would 
clever More had set his hand which 
called Utopia. these days when hear 
much, and perhaps even say great deal 
about what should done after the war, 
what the best thing prevent this kind 
catastrophe, worse, afflict mankind 
again, might not too far out the 
way good reason make study 
Utopia and try out some the schemes 
the smiling, witty author has put into his 
book Latin. 

Utopia the name imaginary country 
which nobody was ever selfish, nobody 
ever greedy nor wanted more than his share 
anything, nobody ever jealous another, 
nobody ever angry with his fellow man. 
course, you can see plainly what More did; 
wrote about the whole world would 
all men were followers Christ and 
actually lived—as More did himself 
the faith which our dear Lord taught. 
matter fact, there are many people who 
live the holy life which described gen- 
eral Utopia. Most undoubtedly 
some time other our lives set our jaw 
and grit our teeth and say 
usually New Year’s Day the close 
contrite “Now, this time 
really going And not very far 
before come notice what “everybody” 
doing, and begin once waver 
our resolution. figure that you just can- 
not expect become saint day, that 
you must these things degrees, for, 
what will people say? And so, Utopia re- 
mains forever imaginary country. Very 
likely nonsense hope that everybody 
the world would, sudden, resolve 
just holy possible; that does not 
excuse from making Utopia for those 
who must live our neighborhood, and espe- 
cially from giving the dear, patient Lord 
tiny Utopia our own soul. 
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The King’s Good Friend 


Henry VIII liked More once. ap- 
preciated his wit, his brilliant mind, his clever 
debate, and his delightful sense humor. 
wanted certain would have this 
brilliant lawyer his More was 
appointed the king king’s counselor 
and judge the Court Poor Men’s Causes. 
The king enjoyed walking with More and 
listening him. such times, the king 
would throw his arm affectionately about 
More’s shoulders and occasionally slap him 
the back the greatest good feeling 
kindliness and good nature. But More was 
first and last servant the court the 
King kings whom even Henry bent 
fat, though uncalloused, knee; and when 
Henry seemed the verge the midst 
wrongdoing, his friend More spoke his 
mind the matter very clearly and without 
the least hesitation because what might 
mean their friendship. After all, More had 
written Utopia. Besides, not the mere 
fact that man happens have been born 
into the ruling family, nor that wears 
crown his head ‘special occasions that 
makes him especially worth anything. That 
fact does make him representative God’s 
authority, but his true worth, even yours, 
depends upon the condition his soul. the 
private kingdom your own which 
should Utopia, you know God King, 
and you are His vicegerent, which means that 
you rule your own little territory under the 
immediate kingship God. 

While the reigning king, Henry VIII, was 
ruling his British kingdom tolerably well, 
some real difficulties were beginning arise 
within his own private little kingdom, the 
kingdom his soul. came about some- 
what this way. Henry had had older 
brother Arthur. The father both them, 
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King Henry VII—the one who had sent 
the Cabots the New World had arranged 
for marriage between his very young eldest 
son Arthur and Catherine the Spanish 
house Aragon. Such things were done 
those days, they are still done our day, 
though more rarely, order unite two 
ruling families and keep them from warring 
with each other later on. Those arrangements 
not always work out, the first World 
War proved when practically all the crowned 
heads Europe were related rather closely, 
the king England, the czar Russia, and 
the emperor Germany being cousins. 
seems that when people forget that they 
were made for possessing the Kingdom 
Heaven, and decide that they must have 
certain portion the kingdoms earth, 
else they are too concerned about who has 
suffer while they take what they want, 
try take it. any case, that was the 
purpose behind the marriage between Arthur, 
prince Wales, and Catherine, princess 
Aragon. Now, happened that the young 
boy Arthur died before his father; this made 


the next son heir the throne, and that next 


son became Henry VIII. Wishing very much 
keep the relation with Aragon friendly 
possible, Henry applied Rome for the 
necessary dispensation marry the widow 
his deceased brother Arthur. After due 
consideration the facts the case, this 
dispensation was granted. 


The King’s Temptation 

Every man who marries probably wants 
son carry his name; kings especially 
like the tradition ruling remain the 
family and under the family’s name. Henry 
VIII and Catherine did not have son; sev- 
eral children theirs died very shortly after 
birth, and the only one live was little 
girl whom they had called Mary. the 
meantime, too, not too virtuous young 
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woman the name Anne Boleyn came 
land. She had flashing black eyes and, being 
very giddy and not using any good sense 
all flirted with the king. And Henry, 
say, “fell for and for her smiles and 
blushes. Before realized fully what trouble 
was making for himself, had begun think- 
ing ways and means get rid his law- 
ful wife, Catherine. The very first idea which 
seems have come into his mind was that 
should never have married Catherine 
all, that not permitted, and the dispensa- 
tion was not entirely straight. 

Separation and remarriage while both the 
members the union were still living was 
simply out the question England that 
time, where everybody was Catholic and 
was recognized that the laws the Church 
bound people conscience. was 1527, ten 
years after Martin Luther had broken all 
bounds, renounced his vows Augustinian 
priest, and run off with nun who had like- 
wise been induced Luther break her 
vows order marry him. once heard 
somebody tell the story the fox and the 
grapes. said that the fox the fable 
had cousin who, when could not get 
the grapes, walked off and said: “How foolish 
want grapes; there such thing 
grapes the world.” That what Luther, 
and many people like him, did. When could 
not have what wanted the way 
wanted within the boundaries set God’s 
law the Church, simply said out loud 
the world, law does not exist. The 
new arrangement which shall set the 
law.” And did precisely; established 
church which has since been known the 
Lutheran Church. Some his 
gan preaching the new doctrine everywhere 
and looked the errors might take hold 
England. Then was that Henry, who 
that time had notions yet doing 
practically the same thing, wrote 
against the false teachings Luther. The 
Holy Father had been pleased with the 
king’s efforts that awarded him the title 
“Defender the title which the 
English king still retains. more than 
likely that Thomas More had much 
with the finished book which Henry wrote 
against Luther. Henry would very naturally 
have talked More about it, and asked him 
for suggestions and even for some actual 
writing parts it. 


Henry Abandons God and Friends 

Some people have strange notion 
friendship. They figure that you are 
friend theirs, you must always say “yes” 
every one their schemes. But that 
precisely what true friend does not do. 
And Henry knew well enough that there was 
just use asking More the least thing 
against his own conscience, much More 
would out his way serve the king 
wherever could without offending 
ever little the King kings. Nevertheless, 
Henry spoke Cardinal Wolsey and More 
together about what termed his scruple 
about his first marriage; wanted them 
examine into the facts and see they could 
not bring back the answer wanted, namely, 
that the first marriage was not legal, and that 
might with good conscience marry Anne 
Boleyn. Anne, the black-eyed villain, was 
behind all this, too, urging Henry get rid 
Catherine once, and Wolsey and More 
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could not would not obtain the divorce for 
him, get rid both them, too. More 
knew Henry’s weakness and Anne Boleyn’s 
power over him; also felt quite certain 
what the result their errand would be. 
But was prepared. Long ago, had said, 
when some his friends envied him 
kindly way the affection which the king 
evidently had for him: “If head should 
win for him castle France, should not 
fail go.” Henry VIII was the kind 
friend who loves others for the sake the 
service they can render him; such people 
love only themselves. 

Wolsey, course, failed obtain what 
the king wanted; failed necessarily be- 
cause was not there get. The first mar- 
riage had been entirely legal, and that was 
the end that. That was the end Wolsey, 
who that time had been Lord High 
Chancellor. would have been beheaded 
without doubt had not become sud- 
denly very ill and died his illness. More 
was made chancellor, Henry assuring him that 
would not press him anything about 
the divorce, since More gave him under- 
stand that could not consent anything 
like it. 

All the while Thomas More wanted 
back permanently with his family; they were, 
after all, his preferred royalty. Things went 
from bad worse with Henry, and while 
pretended that was consulting More 
Catherine and marrying Anne, had his 
mind made all the while; rather, Anne had 
made for him. What really wanted 
was that More should say was all right. 
much did Henry worry that his conduct 
should look right with men. The man who 
could write book against false doctrines 
preached another man seemed have 
forgotten all about the fact that God the 
final judge the rightness wrongness 
our actions. 


More Obeys the Law God 


1531 the king had brought things far 
that was acknowledged “Supreme Head 
the Church.” had, course, married 
Anne Boleyn this time, gone through 
the motions marrying her, since could 
not really marry her. Thomas More resigned 
his chancellorship, desiring very much get 
out all the confusion and disorder. 
said was willing recognize that Anne 
Boleyn was now the queen, but would 
not acknowledge that she was queen 
Christ’s law. This would probably have satis- 
fied the king, but there saying about 
woman scorned being capable rather vicious 
behavior. And Anne was positively vicious. 
She had men the court stand her 
schemes, too, men who wanted make their 
own position with the king firm. And 
happened that More was finally called upon 
say whether would would not take 
the oath acknowledging Henry supreme head 
the Church, and his marriage with Anne 
legal. There was only one thing do; More 
did that one thing: refused take the 
oath. was sent the Tower London, 
dreadful prison, which suffered for 
solid year. The crafty weaklings the court 
who used less conscience than good sense, 
and had very either, tried their 
scheming ways get count against More. 
They tried engage him conversation and 
trick him into saying something that would 
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prove him false some way. But they 
should have known better than attempt any- 
thing like that with man like More. The 
sharpest wit England the time would 
not likely fall down trick played 
men who had not practical intelligence enough 
see the difference between the ingredients 
which takes make fool and the sterling 
qualities Sir Thomas More. 

More was most kind his jailer always; 
used pity him because had 
whatever was told his higher officers. 
His great consolation prison was his be- 
loved daughter Meg. One day when she cried 
very hard over the approaching death 
her had been sentenced that 
time said her: “Don’t you see, 
pet, what great favor the king bestows 
upon me? know exactly the day and even 
the hour when die. Other men are 
not fortunate, and death comes upon them 
when they not expect it. can make im- 
mediate preparation for it; don’t you see?” 
And would comfort himself and her. 


And Dies Laughing 


When the day finally arrived which 
was led out death, dressed 
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his very best clothes. joked the way 
the scaffold, told the executioner 
was about help More the rickety lad- 
der that led the block: “Thank you, Sir, 
for helping up; shall manage coming 
down very well myself.” had grown 
long beard prison, and had already laid 
his head the groove the block, when 
raised again and motioned the exe- 
cutioner: “Just moment; must withdraw 
this beard. must not cut; has not 
been guilty treason.” 

And thus died the saintly nobleman, St. 
Thomas More, man who had the courage 
his convictions. our own lives we, too, 
have our own false Henry VIII’s and pos- 
sibly occasional scheming, conscienceless 
Anne Boleyn. Thomas More has shown that 
can done; man can stand against such 
temptation. But, course, began standing 
against such things when was smaller and 
they were, too; and thus gained the 
strength overcome them grew larger 
and they did, too. But will certainly help 
and make for some the weakness 
may have let grow thus 
want such help and ask him for it. 


Standards Transcription

Pretranscription training the short- 
hand teacher: Bring the attention the 
student frequently misspelled words and 
points English whenever the opportunity 
presents itself. 

Pretranscription training the typewrit- 
ing teacher: Give the student training 
proofreading for typographical errors; bring 
the attention the student errors that can 
avoided one watchful; stress the impor- 
tance correct syllabication for all words. 

II. Have students transcribe practiced 
matter from printed shorthand places. Em- 
phasize the arrangement, spelling, punctuation, 
etc. (Two weeks’ drill usually required.) 
Teaching Your Fingers Spell and 20,000 
Words, published the Gregg Publishing 
Company, are excellent get these points 
across the student. 

transcribing, students should read 
little ahead the word being transcribed, but 
should not read the complete letter before 
starting transcribe. 

III. Have students transcribe practiced 
matter dictated them slowly from 
own notes. Allow plenty time and empha- 
size the importance perfect transcript. 

IV. Before dictating new matter, the 
teacher should rapidly place 
board shorthand preview the outline 
that she knows experience may present 
some difficulty the class. This should always 
done, except when giving tests for periodic 
grades. 

After reasonable state perfection 
reached, new material should dictated 
and, addition correct form, etc., the 
speed transcription should emphasized.

VI. Too much time should not taken 
discussing points English during class 
periods. Important points, however, must 
brought the attention the class, but 
complete discussions should taken in- 
dividually the student requires it. Too much 
time should not used the checking 
transcripts. One two letters random each 
day should sufficient. 

VII. Teachers should stress the importance 
verbatim transcript the dictation, 
properly set the page, properly spelled, 
punctuated, and paragraphed. Teachers should 
accept only mailable transcripts and letters. 

VIII. Speed transcription should 
emphasized all further assignments. Tran- 
scription rates may raised having stu- 
dents take timed tests the transcription 
speed project published each month the 
Gregg Writer. 

Set definite goal for each student reach 
during the month. After practicing the tran- 
scription speed tests, students will able 
transcribe these tests their typing rates. 

IX. Use letterhead paper. Letterhead pads 
can obtained from publishers commercial 
texts.

XI. Use the same form letter for three 
four weeks and then change another 
style. 

XII. Give students sufficient training the 
use envelopes and carbon.

Students should read just little 
ahead what they are typing. 

XV. Have the English department discuss 
certain letters that were used transcription.

Within the past decade the teachers the 
classics have discovered the singular impor- 
tance visual aids their teaching both 
Latin and Greek. The attractive new texts, 
highly illustrated, the accessibility equip- 
ment, and the gracious assistance the Classi- 
cal Service Bureau have contributed largely 
new inspiration and have given incentive 
many teachers enliven their courses 
means pictures, charts, outlines, and other 
devices. 

acquire this illustrative material gen- 
erally considered essential part the 
teacher’s duty. Accordingly, 
summer months many classical teachers have 
spent their vacations Rome Athens draw- 
ing inspiration from the places associated with 
literature and history; others have .pursued 
courses the university the study the 
monuments Greek and Roman life. All col- 
lect pictures, coins, old lamps, pieces 
marble, and other valuable aids for visualizing 
their work. 

The feasibility this effort and the value 
both teacher and pupil cannot over- 
estimated. Students are reacting this means 
culture placed before them and are profit- 
ing the enthusiasm their teachers. And 
yet, the teacher, doubt, often feels that the 
projects she plans and assigns intrude the 
time allotted for the study the content 
for drill paradigms, and, consequence, 
she has eliminate the greater part the 
work the textbook and often she curtails 
the amount translation. 


Plan Your Exhibits 


many cases this difficulty can ob- 
viated devoting few minutes the be- 
ginning the period some illustrative 
material that would especially stimulating 
the class and the same time meet the 
desired objective. soon the class enters 
the room, the teacher, instead beginning 
the lesson immediately, might direct the atten- 
tion the students material that she her- 
self has provided something contribute 
the students. 

This material may newspaper clippings, 
notice the bulletin board, pamphlet 
the table, demonstration the board, 
curio the desk. 

The teacher opens the class period di- 
recting the attention the students the 
material hand. She asks few pointed 
questions and lets her pupils make contribu- 
tion. Then she supplements the in- 
formation. 

Let say that the teacher has old 


Roman coin which the image Trajan. 
She asks the members her class they 
know who Trajan was and what metal was 
used the making coins. Some the 
pupils may possibly remember that Trajan 
carried successful campaign against the 
Dacians and that his commemorative column 
still stands Rome today. The teacher will 
add the interest showing picture the 
column and telling interesting incident 
the emperor’s life. She will also pass the 
coin the members the class allowing 
them sufficient time translate the Latin 
the coin and observe the metal. 

another time the teacher may have 
rare edition some Latin Greek author 
which she will permit her pupils examine. 
this occasion the teacher will make use 
the opportunity discuss the origin book- 
making; the library Alexandria its 
rival Pergamum. still another time she 
may bring class old Roman lamp 
piece limestone she carried home from the 
House Vestals possibly chip Pentelic 
from the Parthenon. This material she will 
find especially valuable because the interest 
aroused the students who are delighted 
come direct contact with things about 
which they have studied. 

these few minutes that the teacher and 
pupils are looking at, appreciating, and admir- 
ing object common interest the teacher 
winning the confidence her class and 
placing them state mind that will 
her and their advantage for the rest the 
class period. 

using foresight and thoughtful planning 
teacher will able the course 
semester acquaint her classes with the 
framed pictures hanging the wall, with rare 
books, authors, pictures buildings and 
statues, and with any collections she may 
possess which she may have access. 


Learn Observation 


the same time that the teacher using 
these visual aids get the interest her 
class, she may have few fundamental objec- 
tives underlying the projects. Let take 
example study the Parthenon the 
Colosseum. the few minutes that the 
teacher devoting the name, the size, the 
architectural design, and the proportions 
the building; she will arousing not only 
momentarily the enthusiasm the students 
for Greek columns and arches but she will 
suggesting them comparative study the 
classical local buildings.

These pictures may depict 
monasteries Greece, street life Naples, 
any unit connected with ancient Greece 
Rome.

For variety, individuals might asked 
give reports picture engraving their 
choice the school building and state their 
reasons for their particular attraction it. 
many cases the reasons they give will not 
clearly defined, but the exercise observa- 
tion will lead them deeper appreciation 
beauty. Some the most animated reports 
are those studies statues such the 
Diana Versailles, Demosthenes, the bust 
Homer, and others similar value. 
handling pictures miniature copies these 
statues the students learn much about ancient 
arrangement hair. 

Frequently the teacher will give the class 
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pleasant surprise explaining the origin 
such expressions O.K., such words 
Epiphany and Cave Canem. she may give 
her students practical information which will 
satisfy their curiosity when she explains the 
use the Greek letters chi and rho, alpha and 
amega and JHS frequently used church 
decorations and missals. 

not intended that these few minutes 
will supplant the valuable excursion the 
art gallery the two three periods each 
semester devoted lantern slides films 
illustrating the historical and literary assoc- 
ciations Greece and Rome. The first few 
minutes each period, however, are 
primary significance for one very important 
reason; namely, the psychological effect. 
general rule students react readily the 
ancient and traditional. They become even 
more appreciative when they learn why they 
should be. 

This then the teacher’s opportunity 
find common ground which meet the 
pupils and with common understanding ap- 
proach the more difficult work either drill 
translation. Frequently after interesting 
discussion some beautiful work art, the 
students, whose minds are elevated the 
aesthetic, will accept the same mood the 
theory. 

teacher who uses this method will find 
that the material she presenting serving 
the same purpose that anecdote would, let 
say, for the English teacher, put the 
class good humor. teacher the classics, 
however, would soon find her store jokes 
exhausted, especially were she limited 
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Caesar Cicero. And yet, for exciting in- 
terest she must not despise the humor the 
Anthology anecdotes about Cicero’s son- 
in-law the more recent humorous stories 
told modern travelers, such the fashion- 
able lady whose limited knowledge geog- 
raphy caused her confuse the snow 
Grecian mountains with shortening. 


Motivation Results 


Writers educational theories consistently 
maintain that the most effective learning takes 
place when the image object accompanies 
the material presented. This doubt true, 
the teaching the classics. teacher 
Latin will have opportunity her Caesar 
Cicero class introduce information, with 
which every scholar should familiar, 
connection with the content. Therefore she 
often forced introduce this material 
another time. That time, have said 
previously, best taken the first few min- 
utes the class period when addition 
the actual matter taught, interest stimu- 
lated and favorable atmosphere created for 
the work assigned the text. 

the teacher herself animated, well 
informed, and interested the supplementary 
work presented, she will many instances 
hear her students say that they enjoy even 
writing the conditional clauses conjugating 
the subjunctive.

The Holy Grail Literature

Literature light, power, beauty. What 
more illuminating than Dante’s masterpiece, 
more effective for the betterment human 
lives than Shakespeare’s literary legacy, 
more pleasing those highly developed 
aesthetic sense than are the legends the 
Holy Grail, sung the poets centuries 
past? The very zenith sublimity reached 
these stories that grew with the white 
flowers pure lives the crannies castle 

The origin these legends obscure, and 
scholars are not unanimous their definition 
the word Grail. The generally accepted 
meaning that given the Cistercian 
chronicler, Helinandus, who died about 1230. 
mentions monk who, 717, had vision 
the cup used our Lord the Last 
Supper and who wrote Latin book entitled 
Gradale, meaning dish, scutella, wide and 
somewhat deep, from which costly viands 
were served, one portion after another, 
gradatim. The medieval Latin word became, 
Old French, Graal, whence the English 

According the old, old story, the Holy 
Grail was the sacred vessel used our Lord, 
when the Last Supper instituted the 
Holy Sacrifice the Mass, the Blessed Sac- 
rament the Altar, and the priesthood the 
New Law, the last sweet gifts heart that

feared forgotten. When the next day 
that heart was opened the lance 
Longinus, Joseph Arimathea caught the 
precious blood the same holy cup, which 
then took with him Britain. The legend 
attributes him the conversion the 
Britains, and the traditions concerning the 
evangelization this country are preserved 
Glastonbury, which associated with 
Avalon itself, they came connected 
with Arthurian lore. 


Classification Legends 


Another legend holds that the Holy Grail 
the silver plate which the Paschal Lamb 
was served the last Passover Christ 
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earth. There still third, which says that 
the ‘Holy Grail was brought dove from 
heaven and entrusted company maiden 
knights who, under Titurel, the first Grail 
king, guarded castle built for 
Mount Salvat. this one point, however, all 
traditions agree, that the happy guardians 
the treasure and all who desired even look 
upon had “To lead sweet lives purest 
chastity” (Tennyson’s Guinevere, line 471). 
One knight broke his vow, whereupon the 
Holy Grail vanished, and hence arose the 
quest for the lost object their love and 
care. From the beginning, the Grail legend 
intimately bound with that King 
Arthur and Perceval. chronological 
classification Grail legends, however, 
impossibility today, many stories are lost 
and others are preserved only part. 

The most important medieval stories the 
Holy Grail are divisible into three groups: 
the Perceval romances, the stories the 
early history, and the story the quest 
the Holy Grail. the first class, have from 
the French trouvére, Chretien Troyes, and 
his continuators, Perceval Galois 
Conte del Graal, consisting sixty thousand 
verses, written between 1180 and 1240. This 
is, supposedly, the oldest Grail romance 
existence. The nature the Holy Grail 
not definitely described here, but apparently 
similar ostensorium gleaming with 
jewels. this receptacle was kept the Sacred 
Host that was given the father the 
Fisher King. This Perceval includes also the 
story Gawain which the Grail not 
“holy,” but rather magic talisman which 
functions only material manner. 


Significance 


greater importance than the poem 
Chretien Troyes, the epic 
written the Bavarian poet, Wolfram von 
Eschenbach, about the year 1204. This nar- 
rative 24,810 verses the most complete, 
and virtually the final medieval handling 
the two great themes involved the 
Grail legend. Wolfram conceives the Holy 


Grail precious stone extraordinary 


purity, which consecrated Host, brought 
down from heaven every Good Friday, was 
placed angels who had remained faithful 
during Lucifer’s rebellion. Again, the Grail 
becomes sacred cup, similar appearance 
ciborium, carried the spotless Queen 
Response, accompanied virgins, who carry 
hyacinthine plate, and youth with 
bloody spear. This account appears 
based the lives the saints and cer- 
tain apocryphal books the New Testa- 
ment, especially the gospel Nicodemus. 
Wolfram’s epic tedious thing read. 
Far from pleasing the reader, puts him 
difficult task. 

Two more, the Welsh Mabinogi (boys’ 
stories) Peredur Wace, known only 
from manuscripts the thirteenth century, 
and the English Sir Percyvelle the fifteenth 
century, relate the adventures Perceval, 
but them mention made the Grail. 

the early-history versions, the oldest 
the metrical trilogy, Joseph d’Arimathie, 
Merlin, and the Perceval Robert Boron, 
all written before 1214. The first ex- 
tant, the second, 504 verses are preserved, 
but the third poem lost. complete prose 
version the three preserved entire the 
so-called Didot manuscript, Petite Quete. 
The most complete history the Grail the 
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French prose romance, Grand Saint Graal, 
written the first half the thirteenth 
century. 

The story the Holy Grail was given 
definite, scholarly form Geoffrey Mon- 
mouth, the author the History the 
Kings Britain, written about 1140. con- 
siderable portion this history his own 
invention, and King Arthur romantic 
hero his creation. 

Quete del Saint Graal, written Latin 
and translated into French probably Wil- 
liam Map Mapes, the most authentic 
Grail romances and the only one which 
Galahad, the son Lancelot the Lake, 
the Grail hero. this legend Sir Thomas 
Malory based his Morte d’Arthur, published 
1485, and Alfred Lord Tennyson his 
written between 1859 and 1885. 


Morte d’Arthur 


The stories Malory relate adventures 
truly wondrous. They tell knights and 
ladies and aching hearts, and brave deeds 
accompanied with the clang armor and 
castle gates. The spirit the Grail hovers 
throughout, like the thought heaven. His 
endeavor was restore the graciousness 
the epoch “when knighthood was flower.” 
peopled his story with magnanimous 
heroes, disinterested champions the help- 
less, immortal lovers and their loves ideal- 
ized, all era but all ages, like the 
forests wherein they forever travel. Through 
his story, through that Wolfram von 
Eschenbach, giving warmth and life, pulses 
the holy faith which inspired his pen. 

When Tennyson, the Homer England, 
sang his failed make his harp 
harmonize with the echoes that came him 
through the centuries. His account the 
quest the Holy Grail very beautiful, 
but lacked the light that holy faith 
gives and is, sometimes strayed. His 
the King, often called “The Epic 
Arthur,” consists three parts, the Coming 
Arthur, the Round Table, and the Passing 
Arthur. The Round Table made 
ten idylls. epic unity sought this 
collection, one finds the never ending 
warfare man’s higher against his lower 
self. The dominant character throughout 
Arthur, the pure, generous, tender, brave, 
human-hearted king. mirror is, reflecting 
Tennyson’s own mind. 

Neither Tennyson nor Malory, however, 
added the Grail stories. They were the 
ambassadors extraordinary who revealed 
the English-speaking people the beauties 
the Grail legend, which nothing has been 
accreted since the “thirteenth, greatest 
centuries.” However, light still streams from 
the Holy Grail, inspiring great men works 
poetry, music, and painting 
some which are masterpieces and all 
which tend renew interest the master- 
pieces the past. 

About the time when Tennyson was writing 
Balin and Balan, chronologically the last 
his Wolfram’s Parzival inspired the 
revolutionist the musical world, Richard 
Wagner, with his great poetic opera the 
same name. Rev. Henry Brenner, O.S.B., 
St. Meinrad’s Abbey, St. Meinrad, Ind., has 
written dramatic recitation, covering the 
entire opera. Like everything else that Father 
Henry has written, this work manifests its 
unassuming author poet, musician, and 
scholar exceptional ability. 
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Lohengrin, romantic opera, another great 
work Wagner, here delight because 
the composer was lover Grail stories.

Still, the 
poem contains much good and beauty, and 
adds the angelic virtues the beautiful virtue 
brotherly love necessary order find 
the Holy Grail. 


Modern Versions 


Love for the Holy Grail and interest 
the brave deeds knights did not die with 
the nineteenth century. Although the age 
which live busy, restless, sadly im- 
moral one, yet find, especially mon- 
asteries and Catholic seats learning, lovers 
the good, the true, and the beautiful.

Professor Arthur Bernard 
Cook Queen’s College, Cambridge, and 
Josef Strzygowski, noted professor archeol- 
ogy the University Vienna, whose state-

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(March, 1925) follows: “The chalice con- 
sists two parts: outer shell elaborate 
workmanship, hammered out sheet 
silver and carved with all the technique 
classical art. first-century product and 
serves holder for the inner cup, which 
older and crudely finished. The latter was 
evidently sacred eucharistic relic Apos- 
tolic days. Naturally the chalice has suffered 
considerably from its burial the earth for 
about 1500 years. The actual height the 
chalice 7.56 inches.” 


Immortality Appeal 


Although medieval spirit, the legend 
the Holy Grail belongs all ages wherein 
men have lived and sinned and suffered. Rich 
symbolism, especially dear hearts 
with Catholic instinct, for such sym- 
bolizes the Blessed Sacrament, and the quest 
for the Grail the struggle required preserve 
purity heart, the only requisite for the 
worthy reception Holy Communion. Gala- 
had, the personification that perfect purity 
which has never yielded temptation, typi- 
cal the priests God, who like angels 
incarnate guard the Eternal Beauty, which 
the purest the knights could not look upon 
and live. whom Tennyson wrote: “My 
strength the strength ten, because 
heart pure,” was, nevertheless, too 
weak endure the sight the Holy Grail, 
for which had striven with fortitude and 
sinlessness hitherto unknown 
court. 

Tennyson concludes his with 
these words, spoken Perceval: “So spoke 
the King: knew not all meant.” Keeping 
the idea that the Grail the chalice rather 
than that which the chalice contains, Rev. 
Arthur Barry C.S.C., happy mem- 
ory, would have told him all that meant 
the Grail story thus: 

Who daily seeks the white Communion rail, 
His heart becomes truth holy Grail.

Just last year they celebrated the 500th 
anniversary the invention printing 
movable type. Johannes Gutenberg, Cath- 
olic, was the inventor.

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courageous Catholic men who have played 
important part the history our 
country. 

One the first men the pro- 
gram discovered the West 
Indies and later the coast Central America, 
thus opening new continent for settlement 
the nations and new field labor for 
the Church. 

Joan: Some people deny that Columbus 
discovered America. They say Leif Ericson 
did. 

O.: That doesn’t make any differ- 
ence. Leif Ericson was Scandinavian Cath- 
olic. 

Jack W.: Scandinavian Catholic Jack, 
what sort Catholic that? 

O.: Pardon me, Jack, meant 
Catholic who lived Scandinavia. Leif Eric- 
son was the first reach the northern part 
North America about the year 1000, but 
was not settled him. Leif and his com- 
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panions feared the Indians and they left 
the country and sailed back Europe. 
Columbus, the Italian Catholic, was backed 
the Spanish Catholic King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella.

Well, even they didn’t name 
our country honor Columbus, they did 
make the capital the state Ohio, Colum- 
bus. Then, too, whenever you hear read 
about Washington, C., the home our 
presidents, you should remember that 
stands for District Columbia, honor 
Columbus. 

The discoverer the Pacific 
Ocean was Balboa, Catholic, while Ponce 
Leon, who discovered Florida, was the 
same faith. The admiral the fleet that first 
sailed around the world, Magellan, and the 
discoverer the straits which bear his name 
was Catholic. 

Emma: Yes, and 1497, John Cabot, 
Catholic, sailed for the new continent and 
landed Labrador. His brother, sometime 
after, discovered the eastern coast. James 
Cartier, prominent French Catholic, made 
three voyages the new world, where 
discovered the river and the gulf St. 
Lawrence; also founded Montreal. Some- 
where between 1519-1540, Cortez and Pizarro, 
Catholics, conquered Mexico. However, 
think they were very cruel the natives 
Mexico. 

O.: Much what has been said about 
the Spaniards Mexico has been exaggerated.

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Storytelling Teaching Religion

Storytelling, art which almost old 
the world itself, becoming increasingly 
prominent the teaching secular subjects 
young children, and while has always 
been used certain extent Catholic 
educators when giving religious instruction, 
few perhaps realize the power story has 
impart knowledge, and inspire its hearers 
with high ideals. can exhort our children 
practice virtue, and can explain what 
wish our pupils learn, but our words 
are often soon forgotten; whereas 
chosen story can create love for virtue 
the child’s heart, and emulate that 
virtue exemplified the life the hero 
the story. 

have seen groups restless children 
change instant when the magic word 
story was mentioned. have seen little faces 
transfigured they listened the story 
one God’s saints. have seen eyes filled 
with tears the story Christ’s Passion 
was told language suited childish under- 
standing. Non-Catholic Sunday school teachers 
use the method storytelling impart 
knowledge very successfully, and one won- 
ders sometimes the large attendance 
non-Catholic Sunday schools caused 
the fact that the children love the 
classes hear the stories told. 

Once was our lot left charge 
country school while the teacher was absent 
for about hour. The children had the 
bunch the whole district,’ someone had 
remarked and, make matters harder, 
was getting toward the end class time 
hot summer afternoon. Restlessness reigned 
supreme. “Would you like story, children?” 
asked. Immediately some hands went 
response, and the quieter members the 
group showed little interest. started, 
and before the story was halfway through one 
could have heard the proverbial pin drop. 
Story followed story, and closing time came. 
“Oh, Sister, let’s have one more,” the children 
pleaded, grand finale told the 
famous story the “Pig tale 
that never fails interest and amuse chil- 
dren little and big. was worth-while 
study watch the children’s faces they 
reacted the adventures the “untidy little 
girl.” Roars laughter greeted the remarks 
the cat. Anxiety was shown when the little 
girl last found her brother the form 
dirty pig, and genuine relief when the angel 
finally appears and extricates the little girl 
from her terrible plight. Unconsciously one 
little listener stooped down and pulled 
wrinkled stocking, another arranged her hair. 
“The Pig Brother” had taught lesson which 
was remembered that little group, and 
had been taught most pleasant way 
possible. 

has been said storytelling that 
the only art used and consecrated our 
Blessed Lord Himself; for, after all, was 
not most His teaching done through the 
medium parables—stories which must 
have entranced His listeners, and brought 
home them the great and sublime truths 
the Saviour wished teach? 


tell story well, and make the 
work wish do, there are certain con- 
ditions observed. Firstly, choose the 
best, and not tell story unless you per- 
sonally believe good. Secondly, know 
your story, over several times, visualize 
your own mind. Thirdly, consider the 
ages, rather the stage progress your 
audience. Will they familiar with the things 
about which you are going speak? Use 
short words and short sentences far 
possible, and avoid long introductions and 
descriptions. Use direct speech whenever you 
can; and, above all, when you have finished 
your story, stop. not try explain it, 
draw moral. Repetition storytelling 
helpful, and children love rhythm, too. For 
example, have the constant use 
the old nursery tales, Three 
“The Three Little etc. The rhythmic 
lilt some these old stories and jingles 
never fails appeal. 

What shall try accomplish story- 
telling? story, above all religious story, 
can told just impart knowledge; for 
example, Bible-history stories, stories illus- 
trating and explaining points doctrine. Thus 
the facts wish our children know are 
presented them under the most attractive 
forms. Then again good story can cause its 
listeners hunger for better things. They 
live again the life the hero heroine; for 
this reason important that the stories 
choose should illustrate truth, beauty, and 
goodness. amusing story may develop 
child sense humor, and help greatly 
lessen that nervous tension which 
prevalent among our children today. 

Where shall get our stories? From the 
New Testament. Any incident the life 
our Blessed Lord well told should create 
the heart the child deep and lasting love 
for the Saviour, but here will sound 
note warning. story, particularly story 
this type, must loved first, and must 
told with genuine feeling, otherwise will 
fail accomplish good. cannot give what 
not possess, and child readily senses 
this. But love our story, and the hero 
that story, then may safely leave the 
effect going have the divine Story- 
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teller Himself. Stories from the Old Testa- 
ment well selected and well told will help 
child learn and love the Bible, and excite 
him desire know more about it. 
Stories the early martyrs can. instill into 
child love for the faith for which the 
martyrs died. Stories the saints should 
treated carefully, and that the child may 
see the saint someone like himself who 
accomplished great things because his love 
for God, might well stress the human 
side the saint rather than the miraculous. 
There are many good collections saints’ 
stories the market now, such Six O’Clock 
Saints Joan Wyndham, which heartily 
recommend. 

connection with the teaching cate- 
chism would suggest Anecdotes and Ex- 
amples Illustrating the Catholic Catechism 
Rev. Francis Spirago. These stories can 
used they are, adapted suit all pur- 
poses. There are many good collections 
Catholic stories the market today such 
the. Medal Stories; God’s Country 
Neil Boyton, S.J.; Amgel City Father 
Brennan; Child’s Garden Religious 
Stories Matimore, and some the charm- 
ing and instructive stories published pam- 
phlet form the Queen’s Work Press. 

Stories from history and literature can ac- 
complish much good, and may used ad- 
vantage connection with teaching reli- 
gion. The story Sir Galahad, who had the 
strength ten because his heart was pure, 
can become for the young adolescent won- 
derful incentive purity. Lastly, the old- 
fashioned fairy tales have their place the 
repertory teacher religion, for they 
exemplify virtue manner which should 
not despised. They have brought 
message countless boys and girls through- 
out the ages, and happy the child who has 
heard that message and learned love what 
told him. 

Stories can found everywhere 
have the eyes see them, “for there 
story every breeze, and picture every 
wave.” For the teacher young children 
would suggest the keeping notebook 
which stories, incidents that can 
made into stories, can jotted down and 
rearranged for storytelling, for with good 
story your disposal, and the vision and 
ability use it, “you hold gift that mine 
gold could not buy. Something the soul 
man lift from tiresome earth, and 
make him see how beautiful common things 
may be.”

Latin America and Hemisphere Solidarity 

James Downes, Nathaniel Singer, 
and Donald Becker. Cloth, 247 pp., illustrated. 
$1.40. Heath Co., Boston, Mass. 

The attractive make-up and small size this 
book will appeal any high school student. 
However, would not please well-known au- 
thority Latin America, who recent book 
review said could not see how anything satis- 
factory could written inclusive subject 
less than six hundred pages. The maps, charts, 
glossary, and graphs ought boon over- 
worked, time-short teachers. The geography 
Latin America, new type presentation, 
with its statement geographic principles, light- 
ens the teaching burden, also. The chapter cul- 
ture, for the very reason that well done, 
presents difficulty. hard see how men, 
understanding the culture Latin America its 
backgrounds and development, have failed see 
its true place, its relative and comparative values 
for program hemisphere solidarity. The 
pedagogical aims set down the preface prepare 
the student reader for better and more logical 
solutions than the main ones stresed the book. 
The authors, while they show acquaintance 
with the real approaches hemisphere solidarity, 
fail recognize their importance. They put 
wholly unwarranted emphasis the economic 
and political solutions all hemisphere prob- 
lems. When will writers, who admit the Catholic 
cultural background and tradition Latin 
America, begin realize that solutions will 
accepted the peoples these countries 
unless they bear the stamp their age-old Cath- 
olic principles and standards value? Set these 
things right and the economic, commercial, and 
political problems will easily solved. 

All the wisdom agrarian political 
economists will not effect hemisphere solidarity. 
Such solidarity, connotes anything beyond 
the ephemeral, points new civilization. Civil- 
izations are the products the ages. They come 
reciprocal and mutual understandings, appre- 
ciation, sympathy, toleration, cooperation, gen- 
erous sharing with and adoption of, complete 
fusion those things which peoples hold dearer 
than their very life. These authors admit the 
materialistic and utilitarian outlook North 
Americans opposed the spiritual ideals and 
otherworldliness the Latin Americans. Still, 
they devote far the greater part the book 
the economics and politics the hemisphere 
situation. 

There are statements—not which 
could not unchallenged fuller review. 
should like direct the readers such recog- 
nized authorities Spain and Latin America 
are accepted the Latin Americans themselves, 
and who would improve the list references. 
have mind Emmanuel Sandoval, Francis 
Kelley, Maurice Sheehy, Owen McGuire, Joseph 
Wilfrid Parsons, Bishop 
O’Hara, Bishop Gannon, Magner, not 
mention host South American writers. From 
these one gets different conception the 
the “poverty, ignorance,” etc., 
the Indian, the role Franco who drove de- 
spoilers, not Democrats, out Spain. The day 
will come when history will blush have used 
the fair name Democracy cover the out- 
rages the Communists Spain, Mexico, and 
Russia. Franco has his faults, but will not 
lose face permanently the pages history.

FIRE HAZARDS 


The summer vacation months are ideal 
for correcting fire hazards parish school 
buildings. When teachers and children are 
away and the summer quiet reigns, 
possible test and recharge fire extin- 
guishers, examine and flush standpipes 
and fire hose, recondition replace 
valves and nozzles, and repaint and re- 
pair fire escapes. 

Quite important the conditioning 
fire apparatus general check fire 
hazards. Such check should include 
complete examination the building 
remove hazards due poor housekeeping 
practices. Even the best janitors 
prone allow waste accumulate and 
store inflammable supplies and mate- 
rials closets, under stairs, 
rooms, and attics. The summer the 
ideal time clean and give orders 
that during the coming school year abso- 
lute order shall prevail. 

Some pastors have achieved especially 
good results calling for inspection 
the local fire authorities, the municipal 
building department, and the representa- 
tives the fire insurance companies. Such 
inspections made the request the 
pastor principal will not only discover 
many unsuspected hazards and shortcom- 
ings housekeeping they have behind 
the findings and recommendations the 
force official opinion and broad ex- 
perience and they provide pastor and prin- 


cipal with ammunition for getting support 
the prompt and permanent correction 
bad conditions. 

Fire Extinguishers. Generally speaking, 
the small hand extinguishers which utilize 
powder are too limited efficiency 
used school buildings. The larger 
chemical extinguishers must examined 
least once six months and must 
recharged every two years. Unless this 
done, the soda solution may evaporate 
the acid may deteriorate, that the appa- 
ratus will less than useless fire. 

Hose and Standpipes. These must 
checked frequently. not wasteful 
flush the hoses semianually that valves 
will not balk when they must used and 
the hose will not burst when under 
pressure. especially necessary that the 
nozzles not removed from the fire hose. 
hose without nozzle valueless, espe- 
cially when fire severe. 

Panic Locks. Safety bolts and panic 
locks are essential for fire safety. not 
bad idea for the janitor check them 
daily his rounds, and make prompt 
adjustments. Frequent oiling door 
hinges, locks, and door checks adds the 
safety building and only good 
common sense. The pastor and principal 
should habituate themselves checking 
safety bars and panic bolts whenever they 
leave the school. 


Fluorescent Incandescent Lighting 


for Classrooms?

the questions commonly raised

There are limitations involved the selec- 
tion any type general lighting equip- 
ment. The limitations types fixtures 
which will give satisfactory results are quite 
specific: 

The surface brightness all parts 
the unit which are visible those the 
room must kept within 150 foot-lamberts. 

There must strongly directional 
downward component light from the unit. 
This applies general lighting fixtures since 
local lighting units would have the direc- 
tional component controlled with respect 
specific requirements and fixed conditions. 
Directional components from general lighting 
fixtures are uncontrolled with respect 
specific requirements for local lighting and 
will cause direct reflected glare. 

The upward distribution light from 
the unit should such that the maximum 
ceiling brightness will not exceed the bright- 
ness limit set for the unit itself. This calls 
for fixture which will spread the light rather 
widely over the ceiling. Requirements 
rooms other than classrooms may call for 
very different distributions light over the 
ceiling.
